AN OLD TIME FARM 


And the Methods That Were In 
Use In the Year 1840. 


More than upon n n y -Memorial Day, 
of many yearn p a s t was the spirit, o f 
Bolcmn patriotism manifest in all burial 
grounds throughout the United States 
this yenr, and this w a a true in every 
sense in Oakdale cemetery on Wednes­ 
day morning, when those that remain 
of the great hoots of the Civil war gath­ 
ered and joined hands with the soldiers 
of 1917, t o give tribute t o the defendant 
of the country who Bleep beneath the 
silent tent of g r e e n . 


In the faces of men there was t o be 
read t h e knowledge that, just as the 
country faced Bternly the m e n a c e in t h e 


dnyB o f Lincoln, 
HO i t must, be again 
faced—a different foe, but 
t h e same 
principle violated—the 
principle 
that 
all men miiHt be given the privileges of 
equality, whether on this continent, or 
in t h e world a t large. 


The presence of the twenty-five m e m 
hers of C'ovina's platoon of the twenty- 
fourth company, coast artillery, under 
the command 
of Lieutenant 
IJacon, 
linked the brave struggles of t h e past 
with the great taBk which now lies be­ 


f o r e the nation. 
The fact that the b o y s 
in blue who fought for the inalienable 
rights o f all men to b e free under t h e 
HtarB and Stripes, are now, i n the late 
afternoon o f their lives dedicating the 
same flag to the care o f youths in olive 
drab, who will g o forward to establish 
liberty and democracy in other war- 
ridden 
lands, lent a stern and solemn 
note to the exercises, for it taught the 


leBBon in concrete form that the Ameri 
can flag is not only to be a symbol of 
freedom on American soil, but in for 
eign lands a s well.

DAYS OF THE SIMPLE 
LIFE. 


When All Kind* of Clothing War* Mad* 
•t 
Horn*, Whin 
Egg* Sold For • 
Shilling a Dozan and th* High Coat 
of Living Waa Not a Big Problam. 


In view of the modern day high cost 
ot living and of the many wonderful 
advances made In the last century—the 
railroad, telegraph, the ocean cable, the 
telephone, the automobile and farm 
and 
labor saving machinery of all 
kinds and the amazing changes these 
inventions have necessarily wrought In 
all directions In almost every walk of 
life—It may bo of Interest to recall liv­ 
ing conditions on a farm in the year 
1840. 


The farm I have In mind consisted of 
200 acres. The stock was fifteen cows, 
a yoke of oxen, twenty sheep, an old 
whlta horse, a dozen pigs, fifty hens, 
ten geese, a few ducks and a flock of 
turkeys. 


Tho farm produced practically every­ 
thing the family consumed, both cloth­ 
ing and food. The sheep furnished the 
wool, which was carded a t a "fulling" 
mill and made Into rolls for spinning. 


At home it was spun Into yarn and 
woven on a hand loom. 
For beds It 
was left white; for clothing it was 
dyed any color desired. A competent 
housewife could make dyes of logwood, 
indigo or cochineal. 
Tho white and 
black wool were mixed to produce a 
president of the Los Angeles Chamber gray like the Confederate uniform, 
of Commerce, gave a most serious ad- 
There were no ready made clothes;

NATION'S SOLEMN CRISIS KEYNOTE 
OF ANNUAL MEMORIAL SERVICE 


CO VINA VALLEY'S QUOTA OT MEN UNDER ARMS PARTICIPATE 
AT MEETING WHEN CIVIL WAR VETERANS ARE HONORED— 
SERVICES PREPARED BY SPANISH WAR PATRIOT OP METHO­ 
DIST PULPIT—A. J. WALLACE, FOREMOST SPEAKER POR CHRIS­ 
TIAN PATRIOTISM, DELIVERS SERIOUS 
ADDRESS — SEVENTH 
REGIMENT MEN PARTICIPATE. 


BLACK FRIDAYS. 


<r .Strong Christian reasons for support­ 
ing the present war to the uttermost, 
were given from the steps of the Covino 
Union High School Sunday 
afternoon 
before a thousand people by Former 
Lieutenant Governor A. J. Wallace, vet­ 
eran speaker and leader in the interests 
of militant Christianity. 
He struck a 
vibrant chord in the hearts 
of the 
people, when he said that America was 
in this war as much for the salvation 
of 'the German people as for the benefit 
of any other nation in the world. 


The day was a pleasant one, after 
weeks of hovering 
clouds, and the 
people were inspired by a program of 
patriotism that had been prepared by 
one of the sincercst patriots of Califor­ 
nia, Rev. 8. J. McConnell, pastor of the 
First Methodist church of Covina, who 
was formerly state chaplain of both 
California and Ohio Spanish War vet­ 
erans. Eev. McConnell presided, and 
through his appeal, a splendid sum of 
money was contributed by collection to 
the Belgian relief fund. 


Through 
the courtesy 
of Colonel 
Hutchins of the Seventh California. In­ 
fantry, a detail of soldiers from Head­ 
quarters company of that regiment, un­ 
der command of Lieutenant E. A, Mer- 
win, participated in the exercises. The 
bugle calls, sounding assembly, salute 
to the colors and retreat, were given by 
Sergeant A. Mondon, principal musician 
of the regiment, who is recognized as 
one of the best buglers of the Califor­ 
nia contingents now in the field. The 
audience sang the militant hymn, "On­ 
ward Christian Soldiers," led by Prof. 


B. L. Easton, cornet soloist, with Miss 
Bertha E. McKay of the high 
school 
faculty 
at 
piano. A prayer was of­ 
fered by Rev. W. W. Catherwood of the 
First Baptist church, after which the 
audience sang America. The scripture 
lesson was read by Rev. G. W. Thom­ 
son of the First Christian church. A 
splendid number was that of the sing­ 
ing of "America the Beautiful," by 
the high school glee club, led by Miss 
McKay, with Miss Genevieve Matthews 
as 
accompanist. The glee 
club was 
composed of Clyde Custer, James Hod­ 


ges, 
Carroll Nye, Arthur 
Laun, 
Fred 
Gloege, Eda Beatty, 
Ruth 
Doughty, 
Alta Fester, Lucile Matthews, Geneva 
McHann, Lucinda Beatty and Dollina' 
McKay. 


Fight Now Or Later. 


Lieutenant-Governor Wallace launch­ 
ed into his address by stating that it 
was his personal opinion the war must 
be fought out to a conclusion from now 
on—that America had taken the right 
step in joining the allies, after a long 
and patient interval, when every meth­ 
od short of war had been 
exhausted 
that would bring the German policy of 
Tuthlessness to an end. He stated that 
if the United States did not lend its aid 
to the allies it would result in a war 
with Germany which we would 
fight 
alone at a later period. 


The speaker said it was an unneces­ 
sary statement for him to make that he 
hated war, for he bolieved all Ameri­ 
cans liuted war. The man or woman 
who says that war is a horror to be 
avoided is merely uttering a truth too 
obvious to be dwelt upon. 
Democratic 
nations do not go to wur in these en­ 
lightened times unless in the interest 
humanity and progress. 
This war, he 
said, is a struggle for the rights of hu­ 
manity, and for the democratization of 
the world. 


He paid u high tribute to the German 
of art, of philosophy, of music and of 
education in all lines. The savagery of 
tho German nation in this war he at­ 
tributed to tho Prussian guidance that 
has systematically built up a war ma- 
inachine, not only in arms and muniti­ 
ons and in military training, 
but in 
thought throughout the nation. If the 
German nation is once relieved of the 
Prussian dominance, democracy will be 
substituted, and they will no longer be 
a menace to the liberty-loving people 
of tho world. 


In speaking of the army which the 
United States is now training, ho said 
President Wilson had made it plain that 
all people in the United 
States must 
serve—not only the men under 
arms, 
but every man, woman and child in the 
nation; that wars arc no longer fought 
merely by armies, but by entire nations 
that pledge then>3elves as units to the 
successful carrying out of the war from 
the military, industrial, civic and in­ 
dividual standpoints. 
He praised the 
activity of Covina 
organizations in 
raising money for tho carrying on of 
the Y. M. C. A. work among soldiers in 
the field. 
He bitterly scored the civil 
authorities of counties in America who 
refuse to cooperate with the military 
officials in wiping out the houses of 
prostitution that spring up wherever 
soldiers are encamped, stating that this 
evil was greater than the whiskey evil 
—that it demoralized and debilitated 
soldiers, causing many to become in­ 
capacitated through disease, 
and de­ 
stroyed the moral stamina of the sol­ 
dier. 
This phase of soldier life was 


being attended to by the Y. M. C. A. 
workers in the field, with the hearty 
cooperation of military commanders, he 
said. 
The speaker is well known for 
his championship of the national dry 
movement, but did not enlarge on this 
subject, merely stating that it was de­ 
voutly to be hoped 
that 
the 
nation 
would go dry during tho period of the 
war, and if this was done, there was a 
good chance that it would remain dry 
forever. 


He paid a splendid tribute to France, 
not only for her wonderful fighting in 
this war, but for her clean democracy, 
and for her cooperation with the Amer­ 
ican people in times past, that had made 
possible the independence of the Ameri­ 
can people. He spoke of the. great 
British nation as a democracy, 
more 
democratic in some things than 
tho 
American nation, and pointed out that 
England had learned the lesson 
that 
wars cannot be successfully carried on 
these days with intoxicating liquors de­ 
bilitating the people. He spoke of the 
democracies that are rising out of this 
war—that Russia may take years to es­ 
tablish a republican form of govern­ 
ment that will be adequate, but Jhat she 
will never go back to autocracy. He 
spoke of Greece as the latest govern­ 
ment to struggle toward a government 
by the people, and that the Gorman 
people would undoubtedly throw off the 
horrible yoke of Prussianism and after 
the war will govern themselves. If all 
German people were living under such 
advantages as are the Gorman-born 
people in the United States, there would 
never be any such thing as a German 
menace, ho declared. 


Origin of Retreat. 
Lieutenant E. A. Merwin of Head 
quarters company, Seventh 
California 
Infantry, in camp at Arcadia, gave a 
short explanation of the usage of the 
word " r e t r e a t " in tho army. At sun 
down, all men under arms are aligned 
in companies, under their company com 
mander, and when the bugler sounds re­ 
treat, the men come to attention. The 
salute to the colors is played while the 
men are at "parade rest," with j^fles 
resting on the ground in front of them. 
In regimental camps the bugle call, sal 
uto to colors, is generally 
substituted 
with the playing of tho Star Spangled 
Banner by the regimental band. 


In the earliest days, "when knight 
hood was in flower," he said, the sol 
diers were all soldiers of the Cross, and 
were prosecuting their wars as Chris­ 
tian soldiers. At nightfall, they faced 
their company standard while the An- 
gclus was being sounded, and the prayer 
that followed was given by a priest of 
tho church. 
This was at the time that 
all monks and priests went into " r e ­ 
treat," or when they entered the chur­ 
ches and monastaries for a quiet hour 
of prayer. 
This custom had been hand­ 
ed down through all armies of Christen­ 
dom, until at the present 
time, the 
armies no longor pray at this hour, but 
face the flag of the country and give it 
roverent tribute, combining a reverence 
of God and Christ with a reverence for 
the flag. 


Following his talk he brought his de­ 
tachment of soldiers to attention, and 
Sergeant Mondon played tho snlute to 
the colors. 
This was immediately fol­ 
lowed by the singing of the Star Span­ 
gled Banner by Mrs. Henry L. Marshall, 
accompanied at piano by Donald War­ 
ner. 
The impressive words of the na­ 
tional 
anthem 
thrilled 
the audience 
with their patriotic significance, a feed­ 
ing more of emotional reverence than n 
display of enthusiasm. 
The big crowd 
took up the chorus ami sang it 
with 
fervor. 
The Benediction was pronoun­ 
ced by Kev. C. A. Foreman of the 
Presbyterian church. 


The meeting was participated in by 
Civil war vcteraiis, 
members of the 
Covina platoon of coast artillery, Span­ 
ish war veterans, the Boy Scouts of 
America, soldiers of the 1910 border 
campaign, the home guard association 
and all men of the vnlley now under 
arms and waiting orders for the coun­ 
try. 


First of Theas Financial Tsrrors Cam* 


In London In 1745. 


Several of the great financial panics 
of the past have commenced on a Fri­ 
day, and this has given rise to one of 
the pet superstitions of the stock ex­ 
changes and bourses of the world— 
that the sixth day of the week la 
fraught 
with ill omen for those en­ 
gaged in financial operations. 


The original "Black Friday" occurred 
Dec. 
6, 1745, In London. On that date 
tidings reached the metropolis that the 
pretender, Bonnie Prince Charlie, had 
reached Derby with his forces. 
Lon­ 
doners Immediately made preparations 
to fly from the city, and a panic pre­ 
vailed. 
It was on that occasion that 
the Bank of England bad its closest 
call In Its long history. 
The citizens 
were anxious to take their money with 
them, and the Bank of England was 
besieged by, an army of depositors. 
The bank escaped bankruptcy only by 
the expedient of placing "dummies" in 
the line to impede genuine depositors 
and by paying bona fide depositors in 
small 
coins, 
thus 
consuming 
much 
time. 


The first "Black Friday" of latter 
day financial history was In 1800 and 
was due to the failure of one of Lon­ 
don's largest banking houses. 
Three 
years later Wall street had a "Black 
Friday," due to an attempt to engineer 
a corner In gold. 
The worst of all 
"Black 
Fridays" was that of 1873, 
when on Friday, Sept. 18,. It seemed 
that the whole 
financial 
structure of 
the new world had crumbled into ruins.

I know more about mu­ 
sic than does Endlcott; he is more mu­ 
sical than I. I keep the time; he has 
the 
temperament.

orchestra. H e at the piano can domi­ 
nate the situation more neatly than I. 
In my position among the strings, how- 
over, I can more readily organize a 
strike.

Sometimes we doubt whether we have 
our troupe under the rigid control which 
as parents we might expect to com­ 
mand. The conductivity of an orches­ 
tra, says our son Geoffrey! varies with 
the distance of the blood relationship 
between artists and conductor. 
When 
the children were little we held the 
pleasant theory that a family orchestra 
would draw us all close together, stand­ 
ing always as a symbol of our perfect 
harmony. 
That would be all right If 
the harmony would only go to suit us 
all equally at the same time. As It Is 
our little baud, in which observers find 
so touching a picture of hcarthsldo unl- 
ty, suggests sometimes nil the elements 
of guerrilla warfare.—Atlantic Monthly.

The great mobilization and training 
camp for the recruits of tho Pacific 
Coast has been established by the war 
department at Linda Vista, u place in 
the desert near the city of San Diego, 
and almost immediately upon this an­ 
nouncement comes the fact 
that the 


war department 
may reconsider 
this 
action, and [dace the camp elsewhere, 
on account of the menace of the in­ 
famous Tia Juaria racetrack and gam­ 
bling cesspool. 


That .Secretary Bnkcr is determined 
not to allow the recruited soldiers to be 
demoralized and their 
efficiency 
im­ 
paired or destroyed by the proximity of 
such [daces as Tia Juanu, is set forth 
very strongly in a recent order which 
the secretary sent out to all departmen­ 
tal commanders. 
If San Diego does not 
clean up the Tia Juana horror, that city 
should lose the federal plum which has 
fallen into its lap. 


Los Angeles city has been smirking 
with self-righteousness 
ever 
since it 
was announced that the camp would be 
placed near Han Diego, and has been 
stirring up the war department to a 
reconsideration, hoping 
to 
have the 
camp placed at Inglewood, between Los 
Angeles and the ocean. It may be that 
the war department will do just that, 
thing, on account of the Tia Juana 
menace. 


But the spirit of Los Angeles is the 
spirit of commerce and gain, not patri­ 
otism, nor righteousness, as everyone 
knows who stops to reflect for a mo­ 
ment. 
Los Angeles wants 
this 
great 
concentration of troops near her bor­ 
ders for the purpose of gaining in trade. 
It is the knotted fist of greed that Los 
Angeles holds out, not the open hand of 
welcome. 
There is no use in disguising 
this fact. 


Will Los Angeles close hor saloons if 
tho troops come to Inglewood? 
Will 
she regulate her fearful, cloaked, un­ 
derground cafe and cabaret menace—a 
menace for young girls that is a greater 
horror than any open saloon? 
We know 
she will not. Much 
hypocrisy 
makes 
the blood boil. 
If the troops are to be 
safeguarded from saloons <uid houses of 
prostitution 
it must be by 
military 
order. 
Dollar-chasing

"This is not the time for a discussion 
of the merits of the universal service 
l a w , " said Mr. Stafford.

time for strict obedience on the part of 
every person under the dominion of the 
American Hug, and that obedience must 
be an obedience to the orders of the 
president of the United States who is 
the commander-in-chief of the Unitoc 
Slate* army and navy. 
The order to 
register is a military 
order, 
a 
war 
nieusure. 


"Postmasters throughout the United 
States have been given specific instruc­ 
tions to report nil names of those who 
in any way obstruct Mic currying out of 
this military order. 
1 am glad to say 
that 1 have no names of such persons 
us yet, and 1 believe that no names wi 
be given to me or that I will find it 
necessary to report unybody within my 
jurisdiction,''
